During the VPL finals series “the total 
player payments made for each match will 
be limited to $5,000”. Coaches are not 
included in the salary cap, which will oper- 
ate under strict guidelines and regulations. 

“The player payments cap has been intro- 
duced to reduce the pressure on clubs of 
player payments and to assist clubs to meet

Each club auditor will be required to sup- 
ply a total player payments schedule for the 
season and an audit certificate confirming 
the player payment schedule complies with 
the rules.

EAGLES TO FLY HIGH 

f Con Makris was still a tender 18-year old he 

would probably challenge Jesse Martin to an 
around the world yacht race. 

The adventurous, bold and brave Martin won uni- 
versal fame as the youngest person to sail solo 
around the globe. 

Makris, the Adelaide-based property developer, 
has displayed similar flamboyant traits in his busi- 
ness dealings and is determined to launch his pro- 
posed South Coast Eagles club into the NSL when 
the competition is reduced to 12-teams next season. 

A previous part owner of the defunct West 
Adelaide-Sharks, Makris is no shrinking violet when 
he discusses his plans to shove his new club in at the 
deep end of the national league waters. 

His best-prepared plans include a fantastic bid to 
lure about 11 current Socceroos to Adelaide to form 
the base of his Eagles squad. 

Makris is guarded about naming the overseas 
players he wooed when in the UK recently, but Stan 
Lazaridis; Craig Foster, Kevin Muscat and Shaun 
Murphy are names that have been freely mentioned. 

“T would not travel to Europe and put up with all 
sorts of terrible weather if 1 was not serious,” Makris 
said. 

“T can tell you that the Socceroos I spoke to have 
agreed in principle to join this club.” 

It is believed the deal involves distribution of 


shares in the Makris Group shopping centre empori- 
ums to the players, thereby ensuring their futures 
when their playing days end. 

Apart from the Socceroos, Makris claims he also 
has commitments from a Portuguese striker and 
intends to recruit an English player. 

Would the licence-seeking South Coast Eagles 
meet the entry criteria laid down by Soccer 
Australia? “Let’s assume that the criteria is 10 
points,” Makris declared. “If that’s the case, we 
would give them 20 points. 

“T am very confident we will be there on all 
counts, provided there is not something political that 
we don’t know about. “Yes, we are 100 per cent we 
are going to be there.” 

Makris has laid the foundation for his brash ven- 
ture by buying local Premier League club West 
Torrens Birkalla, which, because of financial restric- 
tions had to sell off most of its championship win- 
ning squad of 1998 and was relegated to the State 
League for next season. 

By cutting its cloth to suit its predicament 
Birkalla, was able to balance its books at the end of 
the campaign, but faced a bleak future until the 
Makris offer was accepted. 

After his proposal to buy Birkalla was accepted, 
Makris spent a reported $250,000 on renovating the 
Birkalla clubrooms. 

In an all-out effort to boost his NSL entry stocks 
Makris has enlisted the expertise of John 
Constantine, the ex-ASF president, who held the 
office for 12 years. 

“The guy (Constantine) is smart about soccer — 
he knows how to make this club (South Coast 
Eagles) a very successful club,” Makris said. 

Makris claims he is not fazed by the sceptical 
response he has received in some quarters. 

“There are a lot of knockers in this town. We've 
got that tall poppy syndrome here — people say, “He 
makes his money out of this and that, or he’s a liar,

or he’s a whatever — that doesn’t worry me. 

“I know that in the first year, we will have at least 
about eight Socceroos and that by the second year we 
would have 11 Socceroos in the Eagles squad.” 

It is proposed that the South Coast Eagles would 
play in the South Australian State colours of red blue 
and yellow and that it would play all its home games 
at Hindmarsh Stadium. 

Heady stuff this from the mouth of Con Makris, 
who told listeners of two radio programs (SRTI and 
Coast FM) about his ambitious plans last weekend. 

The most significant statement made by the suc- 
cessful businessman was that 18 current Australian 
internationals had agreed in principle to his propos- 
als and that he would need to reduce that to 11. 

“Of the team who you will seeing playing against 
Scotland in Glasgow on Thursday, at least eight of 
the Socceroo players will be in my team,” Makris 
told his audiences. 

The internationals would, under the Makris sys- 
tem, ear more money than they are earning in 
Europe, he claimed. 

There is little doubt that the Makris forecast that 
his team would fill Hindmarsh Stadium at each home 
game could be realised if the players he seeks all 
come to the party. 

And, should Eddie Thomson agree to coach the 
club, the icing would be on the South Coast Eagles 
cake. 

We stand by the oven with eager anticipation and 
teady to enjoy the goodies on offer. 

For the benefit of the NSL competition in general 
and the South Australian sporting public in particu- 
lar, let’s hope the souffle rises perfectly.

he Barry Guildford saga took a 

sad and, apparently, final turn 

last week when Soccer Australia 
turned down Canberra Cosmos’ request 
to reconsider its decision not to register 
the English midfielder. 

Guildford’s crime: he has not played 
football in Europe at a sufficiently high 
level to warrant consideration for the 
National Soccer League. 

This is despite Cosmos officials careful- 
ly explaining that Guildford, who bad been 
good enough to play youth football for 
English Premier League club Chelsea, had 
made a calculated decision not to pursue a 
soccer career until he had secured suffi- 
cient educational qualifications. 

During his studies he continued his 
links with the game at lower levels and 
when he came to Australia on a working 
visa supplied to him by the Federal 
Government, quite reasonably thought 
some of that work may involve playing 
semi-professional football. 

He has been outstanding in pre-season 
training, and in such friendly matches the 
Cosmos have played without violating 
Soccer Australia’s edict. In fact, an observ- 


er described him as one of the best crossers 
of the ball he had ever seen. 

None of this has impressed the Soccer 
Australia bureaucracy who persist in their 
mission to isolate the domestic competi- 
tion from events in the rest of the world. 

Soccer has long been proud to call itself 
the world game, and now that is fast 
becoming a reality at ail levels. Nationals 
of countries in the European Union can 
play without restrictions for any club with- 
in the EU, players circulate from Africa 
arid South America to Europe and from 
there to North America and so on, 

Guildford has a visa which allows him 
to seek employment in Australia. In the 
Cosmos he has an employer anxious to 
engage him. That should be an end of the 
matter. 

The Cosmos have run into the reverse 
problem in their attempt to sign Uruguayan 
midfielder Milton Cortes. His pedigree — 
playing for a decade at the top club level in 
his country — satisfies Soccer Australia, 
but the Department of Immigration has so 
far refused to grant a visa. 

The Cosmos believe the hitch is not 
serious and can be remedied soon, but in 
the meantime Cortes remains on the side- 
lines,

son, is maintaining a finals 
presence in fifth place. 

The Melbourne Knights 


jumped from fifth bottom to 
seventh place after its 
emphatic 4-0 trouncing of 
Sydney United last Sunday, 

At the bottom of the 
league languishes Victorian 
regional battler Eastern 
Pride, who finished second 
bottom last season. 

With 24 rounds to go, it’s 
too early to tell, but it 
appears the top six has taken 
early shape. Depending how 
well United can regroup, it 
looks like the only team to 
experience difficulties hold- 
ing on to sixth spot. 

Late-starter Adelaide 
City Force might be a seri- 
ous contestant for a finals 
berth. 

But the season’s still fresh 
and a better moment to 
gauge how the pendulum 
will swing is at the halfway 
point. 

“Tt early days, yet,” a cau- 
tious Carlton coach Stuart 
Munro said, “But we’ve got 
a good squad and all 19 
players are aware of what is 
Tequired.”

Then 
there’s Fausto DeAmicis, 
Steve Panopoulos, Vaughan 
Coveny, Andy Vlahos and 
John Anastasiadis to add to 
a formidable squad that 
looks like being Victoria’s 
best bet for the title. 

The wheels were threat- 
ening to come off at Somers 
St. The Knights were always 
an uncertain proposition 
with a young and inexperi- 
enced team. But after the 
4-1 drubbing against South 
Melbourne in round five, the 
proverbial manure hit the air 
conditioning. 

Team manager John Sigur 
tried to orchestrate a mop- 
ping-up operation. 

“This is definitely not a 
crisis. We're still in touch 
with the top six and we have 
experienced players to come 
back into the team,” he said. 

But Knights president 
Harry Mrksa had other 
thoughts, pointing the finger 
at coach Vlado Vanis. “Any 
coach who loses three 
matches in a row is in dan- 
ger. If you can’t win games, 
you have to, change the 
coach,” he declared. 

But the players, a handful 
of them personally selected 
by Vanis, rallied behind 
their embattled coach to beat

Strong words have been 
said at the Knights.

Both were part of the win- 
ning team last Sunday. 

The Knights have a team 
for the future and the club 
should not lose sight of the 
fact that Vanis was taken on 
board to establish a team for 
the future, capable of chal- 
lenging for the national 
championship in three years. 

In players like Toto Da 
Costa, Joel Porter, Saso 
Ognenovski, Andy and 
Rody Vargas, Xhezair 
Sulemani,  Kiratzoglou, 
Ransford Banini and Adrian 
Ceryinski, the Knights have 
a blend of youth and experi- 
ence and given time a squad 
of potential winners. 

Eastern Pride coach Jeff 
Hopkins also called on his 
senior players to step up and 
lead. “I want them all to 
know about their responsi- 
bilities and how important it 
is to stay focused,” he said. 


But the situation is not 
looking good in Gippsland. 
With one point, the Pride is 
propping up the league and 
there seems no Hercules to 
relieve Atlas from his bur- 
den at Morwell (and in any 
event Hercules tricked Atlas 
in taking earth from him 
again and putting it back on 
his shoulders). 

The Pride appears to have 
regular players in Dean Fak, 
Manny Gotis, Dong Ki Kim, 
Clayton Bell, but they don’t 
seem to fire.

Munro and Petersen can 
look forward to continuing 
their finals campaign, 
although a coach’s job is 
never guaranteed.

im Gilbert, the country’s longest serv- 

ing soccer administrator, has blown 

the whistle for fulltime after nearly 18 
years service as Queensland Soccer 
Federation secretary. 

Gilbert informed the Queensland Soccer 
Federation board last week of his resignation 
citing personal reasons after returning from 
his SOCOG role as Brisbane competition 
manager for the 2000m Olympic Games.

“Tve had a lot of difficulty settling down 
again in my former role after being the 
Olympic competition manager in Brisbane,” 
Gilbert said. 

QSF President Wallace Dann acknowl- 
edged Gilbert’s contribution and loyal service 
to soccer and said those sentiments would be 
echoed around the country within the soccer 
community, 

“Jim has always given a total commitment 
to what is often a difficult job and his depar- 


ture after 17 years of loyal service undoubt- 
edly will be a big loss to the Federation,” said 
Dann. 

Gilbert started with the QSF in 1983 after 
having an involvement helping organise the 
World Youth Championship in Brisbane two 
years earlier, 

A former club secretary with The Gap and 
Grange Thistle, Gilbert served soccer in 
many areas including coaching and referee- 
ing for a brief period. 

Gilbert was the inaugural president of 
Brisbane Norths juniors in the 1970’s — a 
position he retained for seven years as well as 
being a founding member in 1976 of the 
Queensland Juunior Soccer Council. 

Gilbert also was involved organising many 
tournaments throughout the State including 
Confederation Cups, Four Nation touma- 
ments and Oceania Cups. 

Gilbert has seen soccer go through many 
tocky periods in his time but cites a narrow- 
ing gap between the Brisbane and country 
areas in all facets as one of the highlights of 
his career with the QSF. 

“The huge closing of the chasm between 
country and city in all facets of the game as 
been one of the real positives,” Gilbert said, 

“In particular coaching, including the 
influx of good coaches to regional areas, all 
has helped to improve standards,” he said. 

Gilbert also still sees many disappoint- 
ments in soccer, 

“What hasn’t improved and is a disap- 
poiatment still is that we continue to shoot 
ourselves in the foot,” he said.

Parramatta squandered what chances they had enjoyed themselves in the 
first half and created even fewer opportunities in the second, Grant Barlow, 
in the Wollongong goal, really had no more than one crucial save to make in 
the opening 45 minutes as his well-drilled defence took very good care of 
any threat from Griffiths or his roving partner Joe Miller.

Carlton endured another scare, when one of its main players Simon 
Colosimo clutched his re-constructed knee after a firm challenge in the 
16th minute and was substituted. Carlton later said it was a corked thigh. 

Pride had worse news. Its England signing, Neville Roach, suffered a 
hamstring injury and may be sidelined for up to six weeks. 

Carlton visits New Zealand’s Auckland Kingz on Friday, while the 
Pride hosts Marconi on Saturday. 


But it was the substitutes that would play a major role in the outcome 
of this match. Marconi had brought on Kris Trajanovski at half time for 
Norman Tome.

Xavier was sent off in the 
semifinal against France 
after vehemently protesting 
against an extra-time penalty 
awarded against him for 
handball and converted by 
Zinedine Zidane to give 
France victory. 

Xavier was one of several 
Portugal players who jostled 
the linesman who signalled 
for the penalty as the match 
ended in chaos. 

He was banned from inter- 
national soccer until the end 
of March 2001, and has 
already had two appeals 


tejected. Two other Portugal: 


players had their bans 
reduced by a month on 
appeal. 

Xavier, a distinctive sight 
with his bleached hair and 
beard, attended his third 


appeal hearing in Geneva. 

He subsequently accused 
his English Premier League 
club of failing to support his 
attempt to overturn the 
UEFA ban, 

"I felt very disappointed 
that Everton did not repre- 
sent me," he told the 
Liverpool Echo. 

"When I arrived and saw 
an empty chair next to where 
I was sitting I felt very vul- 
nerable and alone. 

"Even UEFA officials 
expressed their surprise that I 
was on my own and I will 
never forget or forgive 


Everton's failure to back me." 

However, Everton chief 
executive Michael Dunford,

The other day a commentator expressed the opinion that 
he wouldn’t employ Zeman as coach even if he offered his 
services for free! 

Certainly everyone is entitled to his or her opinion and 
many in Italy would agree with that view, However, I 
believe that view of Zeman is way off the mark. 

Teams that have played under him previously have 
played some really exciting football - look at Foggia, Lazio 
and Roma. 

Tt is arguable, but the Lazio under Zeman a few years ago 
probably played better football than the current Lazio under 
Sven Eriksson which won the league title (Scudetto) last 
season. 

The best result under Zeman was a second place finish on 
the league table. 

The difference being that the Lazio of today has by far the 
better players. During his time at Roma they also played a 
very entertaining brand of football and it was a fairly decent 
side, 

Current mentor at Roma, Fabio Capello, should do better 
than Zeman but once again he has some very valuable addi- 
tions to his side such as Gabriel Batistuta. < 

At Foggia, Zeman is still a legend - their original coach 
in the Serie A and at one stage, in their very first season, 
they were matching it with the big beys. 

It is always difficult to win with an ordinary team and 
unfortunately, Napoli is an ordinary team. 

They were very astute when they bought Zeman because 
they had nothing to lose. Should he have done well, then his 
appointment would have been a masterstroke. In the event 
of failure, they appointed the biggest enigma in the coach- 
ing circles in Italy. 

The new coach at Napoli is Emiliano Mondonico, a for- 
mer Serie A coach at both Atalanta and Torino. He is a good 
‘coach in his own right but he’s no Zeman. 

One of the biggest downfalls of Zeman, was the fact that 
he was prepared to speak out against ‘doping’ in Italian foot- 
ball. Two years ago he merely stated what everyone knew 
and didn’t say. 

“Football must be removed from the chemists,” he said 
and shock waves were felt throughout the Italian footballing 
fraternity. 

Many tried to discredit Zeman but failed. Still today, two 
years later, many would still condemn him for his com- 
ments. How dare a foreigner (Zeman is a Bohemian) ques- 
tion the growth of some of Italy’s best players! 

Sadly, Zeman has still not been proven incorrect because 
those allegations had a lot more ‘bite’ than many would 
have you believe. 

Many openly praised him for his courage and supported 
his comments and if today football is cleaner in Italy, then it 
ts in no small way indebted to Zeman. 

Tactically he remains one of the very best around and 
players would tell you that the demands placed on them by 
Zeman are virtually without peer. 

He is an attacking coach who is. loyal to his ‘schemes’. 
He is always working out how to have a certain "scheme’ to 
beat a certain team. In short, he has an excellent football 
brain, 

So where does this sacking now leaye Zeman? Probably 
‘out in the cold’ for a long time to come - dare I say, it may 
well be. the last the Serie A sees of him, 

Without any doubt he is a big risk for any team because 
of the uncertainty factor. He is brutally honest and this often 
goes against him, because a coach is as much a politician as 
he is a coach.

A lof a sudden England’s World Cup qualifying 


campaign is back on track. I will venture to 

y that it was never really off the track, there 

were just a few problems getting out of the blocks. 

Namely Kevin Keegan. After a commendable perfor- 

mance in the 1-0 loss to Italy, the English have cause 
to feel a little more optimistic. 

The problem is that they never seem to find any cau- 
tious middle ground. One bad game is followed by 
despair, a good one and the chest begins to puff up again. 

This has been said before and it is undoubtedly true. 
England have the most talented squad in their qualifying 
group and should be disappointed if they don’t make it to 
the 2002 finals. Unfortunately, two timid outings against 
Germany and Finland have left them playing catch up. 

Plenty of eyebrows were raised when Peter Taylor 
named his squad for the game in Turin. The inclusion of 
Derby County’s Seth Johnsen was probably responsible 
for most of them. All in all, English supporters were sup- 
portive of Taylor's decision to go with youth because 
they realised that someone had to try something different 
sooner rather than later. 

Many people weren't so pleased with Taylor's starting 
1, believing that the bolder elements of his squad had 
been left on the bench. The selection of Ray Parlour and 
Nicky Butt in the midfield caused the most disquiet. In 
such a youthful squad Arsenal's Parlour almost qualifies 
for veteran status and Butt is not even a first team regu- 
lar at Manchester United. As it turned out Butt only last- 
ed 25 minutes before a leg injury saw him replaced by 
Jamie Carragher. 

Taylor’s tots tured in an admirable performance 
against the favoured Italians. 

Whilst there is still plenty of room for improvement it 
was only a long range gem from Gennaro Gattuso that 
separated the two sides. Italian manager Giovanni 
Trappatoni claimed to be impressed and, whether or not 
they were just being polite hosts, so did many of the 
Italian players. [ 

Eriksson observed the game from the stands and will 
have left realising that the mountain he has to climb may 
not be as high as many make out. 

David Beckham’s remarkable transformation from a 
floppy-haired kid with a promising future to dominant 
midfield enforcer continues. The first-time England skip- 
per again showed thal he is world class and can operate 
as well in the centre of the pitch as on the right. 

Imposing Emile Heskey is now England’s Number 
One striking option, this only months after appearing 
well out of his depth at Euro 2000. The in-form 
Liverpool man ignored the disgraceful racist taunts ema- 
nating from large sections of the crowe to be an constant 
threat to the Italian defence. He kept me of the world’s 
best,.Fabio Cannavaro and Alessandro|Nesta, on their 
toes throughout the game and could well have been 
awarded a penalty when Nesta pulled him to the ground 
in the second half. 

There are still some questions that Eriksson has to 
answer but he certainly isn’t lacking options. Who 
should partner Heskey up front? Teddy Sheringham or 
perhaps someone more mobile like Michael Owen or 
Kevin Phillips? Or should he do what Taylor did and 
operate the lone striker with a Nick Barmby in just 
behind him? Should he start with Rio Ferdinand or is 
West Ham team-mate Paolo Di Canio correct in saying 
he is not quite up to it just yet? 

One thing is for sure. Eriksson has to keep Taylor on 
board as some sort of assistant. The man is on a roll, 
doing well with the England Under 21s, winning promo- 
tion with Gillingham and getting Leicester City off to 
their best start ever.

FIFA and UEFA delighted 
with support from Blair 


IFA president Sepp Blatter and 
EF UEFA counterpart Lennart 
Johansson said last week they 
were delighted with the support of 
Prime Minister Tony Blair in their fight 
for a better deal with the European 
Commission over a new soccer transfer 
system. 

The two most powerful men in world 
soccer spent more than an hour with Blair 
at Downing Street last week — twice as 
long as expected. 

Johansson, the 7\-year-old Swedish 
president of UEFA, said: “Mr Blair was 
not only supportive of our intentions but 
also very knowledgeable about the situa- 
tion overall. 

“{ was very impressed by the fact that 
he read through our proposals and was 
familiar with every detail in them. 

“Tt is very promising that the British 
Prime Minister has paid such attention to 
something which is so important for foot- 
ball. 

“Tt means a lot that the British Prime 
Minister is supporting us.” 

The soccer authorities are involved in 
negotiations with the European 
Commission to find an alternative to the 
current transfer system which the 
Commission has ruled is restrictive under 
the laws of the European Union (EU). 

While the threat of the abolition of 
transfer fees for players seems to have 
receded, there is still a danger that many 
smaller clubs could fold if they cannot be 
remunerated by bigger clubs for the play- 
ers they develop, 


European Competition Commissioner 
Mario Monti is studying proposals sub- 


mitted by FIFA to change the transfer sys- 
tem. 

However, the world of soccer is not 
united on the way forward and FIFPro, the 
players union, has not backed FIFA’s pro- 
posals.

A wider issue also on the table is for a 
new protocol to be added to the Treaty of 
Rome at the EU’s summit at Nice in

Blatter, the 64-year-old Swiss president 
of FIFA, added: “What we are looking for 
is a declaration from the EU and this 
would be a big step in the right direction.” 

A spokesman for Blair said; “The prime 
minister said he was pleased that the foot- 
ball authorities had an agreed position” on 
soccer transfers. 

“He had got involved particularly 
because of concerns (about) the impacts of 
the Commission's proposals on smaller 
clubs in this country and indeed across 
Europe. 

“Tt was obviously a source of anxiety 
that the proposals as tabled would have 
had the effect of potentially wiping out a 
lot of lower league clubs.” 

“The prime minister indicated his 
strong political support to measures which 
protect smaller clubs,” the spokesman 
said.

top striker Heiko 
Herrlich has been 


diagnosed as having a 
brain tumour, the club said 
last week. 

The 28-year-old Herrlich 
had complained of impaired 
vision which tumed out to be 
caused by the tumour, The 
striker was undergoing fur- 
ther tests, Dortmund said in a 
statement, but declined to 
say how long the striker 
could be out. 

Herrlich has scored seven 
goals so far this season, mak- 
ing him the fourth highest 
scorer in the Bundesliga. 
Dortmund are currently fifth 
in the German first division. 


“Based on what we know 
at the moment, a full recov- 
ery appears possible,” said 
the club, which won the 
Champions League in 1997 
after two consecutive sea- 
sons as German champions. 


Herrlich has been hit by a 
number of health problems 
this season including a sinus 
infection and influenza. 

He also caused controver- 
sy late last year after he was 
fined for criticising the meth- 
ods of Dortmund’s then- 


coach Michael Skibbe. 

Skibbe was dismissed in 
February after a string of 
poor results and has since 
been replaced by former 
German international 
Matthias Sammer.
